EDITORIAL. 


AY will be another month for meetings of Southern 
federations; the North Carolina Federation of Wo- 
men’s Clubs will meet in Raleigh on May 4th-6th; 

the special guest at this meeting will be Miss Laura D. Gill, 

chairman of the education committee of the general federa- 
tion. The program for this convention appeared in full in 
the April Keystone. ‘This federation in the past year has 
raised its membership from thirty-three to forty-three clubs, 
an increase of nearly thirty-three per cent., which speaks 
well for the club movement in North Carolina. The federa- 
tion has recently secured a State free traveling library com- 
mission, and rejoices in the continued success of the Boy’s 

Reformatory, for which it labored so faithfully. The wo- 

men of the Old North State have proved themselves suc- 

cessful in all their organized efforts, and are an inspiration 
to their Southern sisters in club work. The Virginia fede- 
ration of women’s clubs, though younger than the North 

Carolina federation, shows equally vital signs. This fede- 

ration completes its second year as an organization, with 

eleven clubs, representing over seven hundred women; all 
of these clubs are well established and do splendid local work, 
especially along the lines of Civics and Industrial Education. 

This federation will hold its second annual convention at 

Alexandria, Va., May 18th-20th, and is firmly established 

as a part of woman’s organized life in Virginia. The 

women of the “Old Dominion” are equal to all the require- 
ments upon 20th century womanhood, and as clubwomen, 
are nobly responding to those duties and responsibilities 
which are regarded as a part of the woman’s club movement. 

The Keystone takes pride in being the official organ of 
these two representative Southern federations, and refers its 
readers to their official columns for the past year for the long 
list of their splendid achievements for the uplift of their 
communities. 


HOSE State Federations which are working for State 
traveling library commissions probably noted the 
report in the April Keystone that the North Carolina 

and ‘Texas federations had secured theirs. Later reports 
from Texas show that the women of this federation worked 
eight years for their commission, under the direction of Mrs. 
J. C. Terrell, of Forth Worth. The Governor of Texas has 
recognized the library work of these women by appointing 
Mrs. Terrell as a member of the new State Library Com- 
mission. 


NTERNATIONAL Peace is one of the great questions of 
this generation, and all sorts of organizations have it 
under discussion. It is very possible that the General 

Federation of Women’s Clubs will select it as one of the 
topics for discussion at the Cincinnati Biennial. Mrs. Lucia 
Ames Mead, chairman of the peace and arbitration depart- 
ment of the National Council of Women, has prepared a 
study outline with ten heads and references on the subject of 


“International Peace,’ which is recommended to women’s 
clubs as an interesting program for club study. Club pro- 
grams, as a rule, can only be generally suggestive, and it is 
most desirable that world movements should have a place 
among the subjects selected; such discussions would put a 
club’s membership into touch with the vital topics of the day 
and tend towards general culture. |

HE grace of courtesy is sometimes considered an 18th 
century virtue; it does prove, however, a most charm- 
ing equipment for a 20th century woman. Good man- 
ners are said to be founded upon a good heart; perhaps this 
idea originated from the suggestion that the 13th chapter of 
Corinthians has been called the good manners chapter of the 
Bible. At any rate, good manners certainly are the lubri- 
cants of the wheels of social intercourse and are generally an 
indication of brains as well as breeding, for clever people 
soon learn that, in the long run, boorishness does not count 
for success. When we analyze good maners or courtesy 
we soon reduce the system down to a few fundamental prin- 
ciples such as “do unto others as you would be done by;” 
be merciful, take no pleasure in another’s pain, think of the 
other man’s comfort as well as your own; respect and con- 
sider age and infirmity ; never lose an opportunity to praise 
or please when it can be done with honesty and sincerity ; be 
big enough to acknowledge you are in the wrong, and neve 
be fraid to apologize for an error. We may all bewail the 
lack of courtesy in our generation, but each one of us can do 
her part to develop it in her little social sphere, for good 
manners are very contagious, and women should keep this 
thought ever in mind in training their home circle in gentle, 
refined and graceful manners. Who has not been delighted 
and soothed by those delicate social qualities which are in- 
describable, and yet which have been acquired by daily and 
long practise through generations in the home and social 
circle. And just so, much joy, friendship and love are 
brought into our lives by good manners, while we cut our- 
selves off from many delights of living when we fail to prac- 
tise them in our daily dealings with humanity.

HE, eleventh Annual Convention of the Mississippi Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs convened on Tuesday eve- 
ning, April 20th, in Henck’s Opera House, which was 

given gratuitously by Mr. Henck, and had been elaborately 
decorated by the local clubs of Brookhaven. The invocation 
was offered by Rev. Mr. Phifer, of the Presbyterian Church. 
followed by a chorus by the clubwomen of the city. Mrs. 
A. C. McNair, who had served as chairman of the Joint 
Committee of Arrangements, presided on this occasion. 
Rev. Dr. I. W. Cooper, president of Whitworth College, 
welcomed the guests on the part of the citizens. His ad- 
dress was a tribute to woman; he reviewed the part which 
she had played in history, literature and reform. In ex- 
pressing his appreciation of the fact that Frances Willard’s 
statue now honors the hall of fame in Washington, he drew 
forth the first burst of applause. The speaker expressed 
belief that the women of Mississippi are engaged in building 
a finer, fairer monument than even the Tajmahal. Mrs. Ira 
Parsons sang “Why Love is King,” and Miss Elizabeth 
McVoy, of Whitworth College, gave a piano solo. Mrs. 
Moreton, president of ‘The Climbers,” voiced the welcome 
for that club in pleasing manner, and Mrs. Thomas Brady. 
president of the Peripatetics, was inimitable in her words of 
greeting. Mrs. W. C. White, of the New Century Club, 
West Point, responded in happy style for the Federation. 
Mrs. W. P. Mills, the State president, was most cordially 
greeted as she appeared to deliver her annual message. She 
expressed pride in the growth of the Federation, which is 
more than ten times as strong as when it was organized, and 
represents more than one thousand women. She compli- 
mented the chairmen of standing committees on their faith- 
ful and untiring efforts, and the rank and file for the earn- 
estness which they had shown in accepting the work that had 
been planned. She said, “It has been my effort to place the 
work on a practical, every day basis, while our ideals may 
reach the stars, to make the path thereto so plain that the. 
busiest woman in your midst may find the way.” “Caris- 
sima,’’ sung by Miss Mary McNair, and a quartet, “The 
Cardinal Flower,” by Misses Johnson Greenwood, Sumrall, 
Seavey, Bee and Redding, concluded the musical numbers. 
Mrs. J. C. Matthews, president of the Louisiana Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, was introduced and captured her 
audience in her “two minutes” of cordial and appreciative 
response. Mrs. L. L. Blankenburg, of Pennsylvania, Audi- 
tor of the General Federation, brought the greetings of the 
national organization. She traced the growth of the wo- 
man’s club from its incipiency, and cited instances of long 
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ago when women wanted to do things but lacked the cour- 
age. She called forth a laugh from the masculine constitu- 
ent by wondering where it would all lead. She lauded the 
work of good women through the clubs and adjured them to 
hold fast to their high ideals, and expressed the belief that 
the time was not far distant when all the lessons now being 
learned may be put in practice and all be citizens in the true 
sense of the word. Mrs. Blankenburg was applauded to the 
echo. 


The business sessions of the Federation began on Wednes- 
day morning, with Mrs. Mills in the chair. The opening 
prayer was delivered by Dr. Cooper. The recording secre- 
tary, Mrs. Daisy Buck Lamkin, of Friar’s Point, being ab- 
sent, Mrs. O. G. Johnston read her report, and was elected 
secretary pro tem. Mrs. Madge Quinn Fugler, of Mc- 
Comb, State corresponding secretary, reported fourteen new 
clubs federated during the year and two reinstated, the Fed- 
eration now numbering 55 clubs. Dues received from clubs, 
$29.95. One hundred and thirty-three invitations to annual 
meeting sent out. One hundred and six letters and forty- 
five post cards written. 


The manager of The Keystone urged the clubs to support 
the official organ by sending reports and subscriptions. 
A report from Miss Poppenheim, of The Keystone, was also 
read. Later ten minutes were allowed to take subscriptions 
to the paper and fourteen names were added to the list. 

Miss Eunice Harris, of Meridian, State treasurer, reported 
$290.25 collected for loan educational fund ; $89.10 for Eng- 
lish scholarship fund; Art course, $14, and Federation dues, 
$170.60. Mrs. A. C. McNair, the auditor, reported the 
books correct. In the absence of Mrs. D. N. Hebron, Gen- 
eral Federation secretary, Mrs. George Bell, of Durant, read 
her report. It was a candid expression of impressions of the 
General Federation, as seen in Boston—somewhat critical, 
sometimes laudatory. She recommended spontaneous dis. 
cussions at Biennials, criticised paid speakers and paid must- 
cians, when the women who had done the work were the 
real experts. Commended the information bureau, and 
appealed to the women to aid the enforcement of law. Muss 
Bessie Lemly, art chairman, reported one club organized for 
art study, four doing work along that line, and one will take 
it up next year. Clubs were urged to send exhibits to State 
fairs. Mrs. Edward Pickens reported for the library ex- 
tension department. She stressed two points: First, a study 
of library conditions in our State and comparison with other 
States; and, second, the advantages of libraries to a people, 
and the fact that it is the active, progressive club women who 


- have fostered the library spirit in the different States. - 


Holmes county has twenty traveling libraries; Kosciusko 
eight; Little Fortnightly Club, Meridian, one; Tutwiler. 
forty volumes collected; New Century Club, West Point, 
ten circulating libraries, 600 magazines; Peripatetics and 
Climbers, of Brookhaven, liberal donations to city library ; 
Clarkesdale has secured Carnegie donation for library build- 
ing, and Meridian clubs working for $40,000 donation. 
Warfield and Magnolia clubs have also done work in this 
department. Mrs. H. M. Waddell reported on Household 
Economics, giving New Century Club of West Point and 
Twentieth Century Club, Kosciusko, special mention. Miss 


Fant, of the International Institute College, pledged the co- 
operation of the Domestic Science Department along this 
line. Mrs. L. T. Carlisle urged a study of the relative values 
of food to secure a balanced ration. Mrs. E. Kahn faceti- 
ously encouraged young ladies to study domestic science as 
an aid to matrimony, quoting statistics that students of that 
department have no trouble to find husbands. Mrs. S. W. 
Johnson, of the Literature Committee, reported results of 
the contests. The honor for the best thesis was accorded 
Mrs. Redding, of Brookhaven, a member of the Peripatetics ; 
for the best short story a tie between Miss Lula Ragsdale, 
also of the Peripatetics, and Mrs. Seidenstricker, of West 
Point; while Mrs. Dancy, of Holly Springs, won first place 
for the poem. These papers were delivered on Wednesday 
evening, and with brilliant musical numbers from members 
of the Chaminade and Magnolia muscial clubs formed a 
most delightful program. Mrs. Thomas Brady, Chairman 
of Legislative Committee, recommended that the Federation 
drop for the present the question of compulsory education. 
Carried. 


Mrs. David Cohn reported $135 for the loan fund, in re- 
sponse to her appeal for $1 contributions from the clubwo- 
men. | 


The Federation voted to use its influence for a training 
school for teachers, and to have placed in the hall of fame 
of the State capitol a portrait or bust of Miss Annie Peyton, 
through whose efforts the Industrial Institute and College 
was established. 


Holly Springs and the I. I. & C. at Columbus extended 
invitations to the next Federation. The latter was accepted.

HE Florida Federation is deeply interested in three im- 
portant “bills,” sent out to legislators in every part of 
the State. Our State Superintendent heartily en- 

dorses two of our “bills’’ for educational betterment; and 
has proposed an amendment to “Section 370,” regulating the 
choice of high school principles, upholding the Federation 
plan. ‘This amendment allows Florida high schools to en- 
gage teachers from any State, irrespective of former place of 
residence, provided the applicant has taught a certain speci- 
fied time. As our law now stands, a man eligible for the 
position of high school principal, must have “taught twenty- 
four months in Florida.” Another desire of the Federation 
is to have “fire-escapes in all two-story school buildings.” 
This is also approved by Mr. Holloway, State Superintend- 
ent. 

Our efficient chairman of the health department of civics, 
Dr. Lowell-Stevens, has been actively interested in having 
an anti-tuberculosis “bill’’ presented to the Legislature. This 
is to put under the control of the State Health Board regula- 
tions concerning the treatment and cure of this disease. 

A “bill’ has also been offered asking the State to accept 
and further improve the Sanatorium which has been pre- 
sented to it by Dr. Ennis. 


A CIRCULAR LETTER WENT out from the corrosponding 
secretary, urging each club in Florida Federation to present 
to each prospective legislator, in each club’s district, copies 
of the several “bills,” which the Florida women hope to see 
upon their State laws. This has been most faithfully at- 
tended to by legislative committees appointed by each of the 
twenty-eight clubs. 


OF THE “TRAVELING LIBRARY” work successfully carried 
through by chairman, Mrs. Hopkins, of Live Oak, there can 
nothing be said but praise. She tells of 85 volumes donated 
by De Land; of 58 books given by the Woman’s Club of 
Rockland, Massachusetts. San Mateo’s Clubwomen have 
also sent out gifts of good books, which have been placed at 
Dowling Park for the use of a new literary club, just organ- 
ized. 


THE TALLAHASSEE Woman’s (Civic Committee), 
has given a vivid object lesson, which has strongly impressed 


every reasoning citizen, by thoroughly cleaning the large | 


city cemetery. This neglected spot, holding graves of long 
forgotten first-comers to old Florida, has been heretofore 
under inefficient hands, paid by the City Council. The 
Woman’s Club has petitioned the city fathers for the care of 
this long-neglected spot. The mayor, at the club’s request, 
has had two municipal cleaning weeks—one for the inaugu- 
ral of our Governor, the other preparatory to the sitting of 
the Legislature. Our club is delighted that the club house 
lot is.at last selected, and a very easy way made plain for 
payment on a most desirable location. 


THE CHAIRMAN of the. Educational Committee, Mrs. 
Walter Belk, Lake City, entertained the State president, Mrs. 
Shackleford, at her home during the Convention of Super- 
intendents of public schools recently held in Lake City. The 
State president was extended the privilege of stating before 
these educators that the Florida Federation is working for 
broader methods in education, greater safety in school build- 
ings, and the maintenance. of kindergarten in State and 
county schools. The two women’s clubs in Lake City gave 
a handsome reception to the superintendents while in con- 
vention, Colonel and Mrs. Appleyard generously opening 
their home for the occasion. Linwia LEwIs. 


To My SISTER PRESIDENTs: I think that we might render 
the positions of our Federation chairmen less arduous, and 
also show our appreciation of the time, and labor they be- 
stow upon us, if each club would send its program, and a 
detailed report of the meeting, on each special subject, to the 
chairman, who has such subject under her care. 

Our chairmen are often requested to forward literature 
connected with their departments, and a well arranged pro- 
gram would sometimes be very valuable to a club which 
might be interesting itself for the first time in that particular 
study ; and a report of how such program had been carried 
out would certainly be kindly received by the chairmen.

OUSEHOLD economics, embracing as it does, all that 
goes for the making of homes, the very foundation of 
our civilized world, is a subject so broad that we feel 

every phase and aspect of it worthy of deep study, and that 
after finding the best we should create a universal interest for 
such knowledge—from the mountains to the sea. 

We feel assured that through so large a medium as wo- 
men’s clubs the disseminating of interest can be done. Our 
endeavor during this club year was to write to all the fede- 
rated clubs in North Carolina and ask each one not already 
devoting some time to the study of Household Economics, to 
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give at least one day to it. We also sent suggestive pro- 
grams on the subject. In a number of instances we received 
very courteous and prompt replies, but with the exception of 
some three or four our letters were too late, as the clubs had 
already planned a full year’s study. We hope another year 
will find every club in the Old North State including House- 
hold Economics in its studies. 

Another effort was made to assist in securing the passage 
of a national pure food law. Through the suggestion of 
Mrs. C. F. Amidon, of Fargo, N. D., chairman of Food 
Sanitation Committee. General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, we sent copies of a model pure food bill to the clubs 
in the State, urging them to use their influence for its pas- 
sage by writing to their Senators and Representatives in its 
favor. 

An effort has been made by a committee from the Char- 
lotte Woman’s Club to see if the public school management 
of the city could not be induced to add domestic science to its 
curriculum. Perhaps this agitation of the question will in 
the near future bring its reward. 

We had hoped to do much this year, and regret that we 
have no great achievements to report; but we feel assured 
that one of the most fertile fields for women’s work and 
talents is Household Economics. |

San Antonio Council Meeting. 


HE San Antonio Council meeting was formally opened 

in Elks Hall on Wednesday, March 31st, with 102 
delegates, representing 29 States, among these were 

6 officers, 6 directors, 6 chairmen of standing committees, 8 
State presidents and 2 Federation secretaries ; Texas leading 
with 40 delegates. The Southern States, besides Texas, 
were represented as follows: South Carolina, Virginia, 
Louisiana and Kentucky, 1 each; Arkansas and Oklahoma, 4 
each; North Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi and Tennessee had no representatives present. The 
New England States were represented by 4 delegates from 
Massachusetts ; Illinois sent 4 representatives, California and 
New York 2 each, and Ohio had no representative. The 


invocation was made by Bishop Johnson, of the Episcopal 


Church, and addresses of welcome were given by Mr. 
Washer, representing the business men of San Antonio; by 
Mrs. Dibrell, as president of the Texas Federation, and by 
Mrs. Hertzberg, as president of the San Antonio City Fede- 
ration, and Mrs. Cowles, first vice-president of the General 
Federation, made the response. Mrs. Moore, president of 
the G. F. W. C. spoke of her visit to the Canal Zone Federa- 
tion, and reported that she had visited 10 State Federations 
since the Boston Biennial. Mrs. Dawson, the recording sec- 
retary, reported that she had disposed of all the Boston 
Biennial reports, the edition being exhausted; Mrs. Shiek, 
corresponding secretary, reported that she had written 616 
letters since the Biennial, and Mrs. Welch, the treasurer, 
reported a balance of $5,978.83 on hand; total receipts, 
$11,644.29 ; total expenditures, $5,665.46. 


Mrs. Evans, as chairman of the membership committee, 
reported the admission of 24 new clubs since the Boston 
Biennial, Ohio leading with 18, and 15 resignations, Mis- 
souri leading with 8. Mrs. Keefe, as chairman of the Badge 
Committee, reported 84 badges sold. Miss Louisa B. Pop- 
penheim, as chairman of the Council Committee, presented 
the printed programs, and spoke of the complete arrange- 
ments made by the local Texas committees, in furnishing 
places of meeting and selecting badges, relieving the General 
Federation of these responsibilities. She presented Mrs. H. 
P. Drought, of San Antonio, the vice-chairman of the Texas 
Committee, as the medium through whom she had worked, 
and Mrs. Drought, in a graceful manner, spoke of the Texas 
Committee’s plans for the Council. ‘The sessions were held 
in Elks Hall from 10 a. m. to 1 p. m., and from 3 p. m. to 5 
p. m., Wednesday and Thursday. The Standing Commit- 
tees reported alphabetically, and some time was given for 


discussion from the floor. Young girls acted as pages and 
ushers, and while the doors were closed it was possible for 
delegates to enter and leave the hall without disturbing the 
speakers. The Art Committee, through its chairman, Mrs. 
Pattison, of Missouri, made a strong plea for a municipal art 
commission, asked for suggestions and additions for the 
handbook of art, and suggested traveling art galleries, ar- 
ranged for by various States and circulated among nearby 
States, under the direction of the G. F. W. C. chairman, as 
only 23 applications had been made for the traveling art 
gallery. The Civic Committee, through its chairman, Mrs. 
Moulton, Ohio, made an earnest plea for zsthetic training 
for children, for remodelling cities, for play grounds and for 
cooperation with the National Civic Association. Mrs. 
Moulton paid a fine tribute to the civic work accomplished in 
the South, and especially mentioned the work in Junior Civic 
Leagues recently organized by the Civic Club of Charleston. 
S.C. The report of the Outlook Committee, in the absence 
of Miss Lake, its chairman, was read by the corresponding 
secretary, suggesting that attention be given to social prob- 
lems, international peace, and that the health department be 
an independent committee, with physicians as members. 
The Civil Service Reform Committee’s report, in the absence 
of its chairman, Mrs. Decker, was read by Mrs. Cowles; this 
report suggested changing the name to good government 
system, gave special rules for visiting public institutions, and 
stated that Massachusetts, Illinois, Michigan and Kentucky 
are leading in work. The Council was openly opposed to 
the change of name. The Education Committee, through 
its chairman, Miss Gill, made a plea for bureau of education 
lectures in each State, stated that the work of the committee 
had been divided among the members according to subject, 
not geographically, and the committee will publish the defi- 
nite work accomplished. Miss Gill made a plea for the Eng- 
lish scholarship, stating $2,200 has been pledged, and $985 
now on hand, making only $800 wanted to complete the 
fund. The plan is to announce the scholarship open May 
Ist, to all States which have contributed $100; the candidate 
must be unmarried, citizen of the United States, not over 30 
years old, holding a Bachelor’s degree and good Health cer. 
tificates. ‘The committee prefers Oxford as college, and 
will have the examination ready by October 1st. After this 
report, Mrs. Hertzberg, of San Antonio, made a contribu- 
tion of $100 towards the fund. Sanitation Committee, 
through its chairman, Mrs. Amidon, spoke of national pure 
food bill, stating Oregon was the first State to pass State 
bill and Kentucky and Florida came next, also mentioned the 
efforts against bleached flour, and made a strong plea for 
housekeeper’s supervision of preparation of food, and pro- 
tested against marketing by telephone. The Committee on 
Forestry’s report, in the absence of its chairman... was read 
by Mrs. Keefe, making a plea for forest fire patrol, re- 
forestration, and introduction of study of forestry in schools. 
The Council granted the request by telegram from Cali- 
fornia to ask Congress for protection of Hetch Hetchy 
Valley in Yosemite. The Household Economics Committee, 
through its chairman, Mrs. Gouldlin, made a plea for ‘all 
clubs to report to chairman what work has been done by 
clubs; urged introduction of Domestic Science in public 
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schools and asked for one day in club year given to this 
study. She asked for cooperation of clubs with public 
schools, and for clubs to let people know authoritative 
sources for information, and asked that there be not so much 
rotation in State chairmen. The report of /ndustrial and 
Child Labor Committee, in the absence of its chairman, Miss 
Boswell, was read by Mrs. Johns, Oklahoma, a member of 
the committee. The report told of the efforts in behalf of 
the children’s bureau. The Legislative Committee, through 
its chairman, Mrs. Watkins, reported work for Free Art, 
Children’s Bureau, national Bureau of Health and Forestry ; 
urged all clubs to be posted in regard to their own State 
legislative measures, and claimed nothing could be done 
without the help and cooperation of men. The subcommit- 
tees on Health and Waterways did not have their chairmen 
present, but their reports were presented and the great neces- 
sity of stamping out Tuberculosis was again impressed upon 
clubwomen. In the absence of Mrs. Sherman, the chairman 
of the Program Committee, Mrs. Carpenter, New York. 
acting chairman, presented plans for the Cincinnati Bien- 
nial. The sessions, will be held in Music Hall, opening 
Wednesday night, May 11th, morning sessions from 9 until 
1, and afternoon conferences begin 3 o’clock. There will 
be no set program for the conferences, and they will not 
overlap in time; one evening will be given to Education ; one 
to Civil Service Reform, one to Music, one to State Presi- 
dents, when each will give the best work of her Federation 
during the past year, and the regular reports, limited to 500 
words, will be printed in the Biennial Report. There will 
be.a vesper service Sunday and afternoons after conference 
will be open for receptions in private homes, visits to pottery 
factory, etc.; but there will be no play day. There is a 
strong desire for open discussion after each committee’s 
report, and this will be arranged for in preference to secur- 
ing outside speakers. Mrs. Blankenburg, chairman of the 
Biennial arrangements, had visited Cincinnati and spoke 
most favorably of the personnel of the local biennial board 
and the arrangements of Music Hall, whose seating capacity 
is 3,500. Mrs. Blankenburg also reported that she had 
visited the Bureau of Information at Portsmouth, N. H.. 
and spoke of the needs of the bureau to do satisfactory work, 
and made a plea for donations of books, and year books; the 
expenses of the bureau since Boston Biennial have been 
$1,295. Mrs. Carpenter, as chairman of the Interfedera- 
tion Committee, explained the pamphlet which this commit- 
tee had prepared for the benefit of State presidents and Fed- 
eration Secretaries. Wednesday night an open session of 
the Council was held in the Opera House, Mrs. Moore pre- 
siding, when Miss Laura Drake Gill, president of the As- 
sociation of Collegiate Alumnz, presented an able address 
on the Economic Service of Women, showing the value of 
occupation for women and just how*women are undertaking 
special work, and Mr. Wm. Norman Guthrie, professor of 
English literature, at University of the South, Sewanee, 
Tenn., delivered a brilliant address of The Social Functions 
of Literature, showing the standards of enjoying art, and 
the uses of art. He made an earnest plea for the classics, 
for education of taste, and stressed the value of prayer in 
esthetic development. The local committee had arranged 


for some exquisite musical selections and the large audience 
was charmed with the evening’s program. Thursday night 
the program was in Beethoven Hall, in charge of the City 
Federation of San Antonio, Mrs. Eli Hertzberg presiding. 
The board of directors were seated on the platform, and 
after a few words of introduction from Mrs. Hertzberg. 
each one brought a brief message to the Texas clubwomen, 
each displaying her individuality in the form of. message. 
Each member was presented with a beautiful basket of blue- 
bonnets, the Texas Federation flower. The second part of 
the program was a number of choice musical selections by 
the best talent in San Antonio, after which an informal re- 
ception was held, while refreshments were being served. 
The drill out at Fort Myers, Wednesday morning, was a 
brilliant pageant and was much enjoyed by many delegates. 
The drive Friday afternoon out to the historic old missions 
was a delight and pleasure to all, and the fascinating Mexi- 
can supper served in the park just at dark with Mexican 
lights, flags and wonderful Mexican dishes, was artistic and 
picturesque in the extreme. Thursday afternoon Mrs. 
Kampmann,'a member of the local Council Committee, gave 
an elaborate luncheon in her beautiful home, to which all 
officers and members of the board G. F. W. C., all members 
of standing committees, all State presidents, federation sec- 
retaries and club presidents outside of Texas were invited. 
Miss Fenwick gave an informal reception to all visitors 
in the parlors of the St. Anthony Hotel. This variety 
of entertainment gave the visitors a clear idea of life 
in San Antonio, and each form was perfect of its kind. 
The D. A. R. and the Colonial Dames held receptions 
Wednesday and Thursday afternoon, to which all visiting 
Daughters and Dames were invited and the members of the 
Board of Directors G. F. W. C. These receptions were held 
in the basement of Elks Hall, and were most appreciated by 
visitors, and good speeches were made. The San Antonio 
clubwomen were ideal hostesses and many of the Texas fed- 
eration helped in looking after the pleasure and comfort of 
delegates. Every delegate was presented by Mrs. Peny- 
backer with a copy of her history of Texas as a souvenir of 
the Council. The board of directors was in session Monday 
and Tuesday, March 29th and 30th, and again Friday, April 
2d. Much routine work was accomplished, plans for the 
biennial formulated, and the chairmen who were present 
(Mrs. Pattison, Mrs. Moulton, Mrs. Amidon, Miss Gill, 
Mrs. Gouldlin and Mrs. Watkins), were invited to meet and 
confer with the board, each at a special session, thus 
strengthening the relation between the board and the chair- 
men. It was also decided that the bureau of information 
should prepare a new directory and have it ready for dis- 
tribution among the clubs by October 1, 1909. A party for 
Mexico (40) left April 3d, at 9 a. m., on a special train over 
the Mexican Central, arriving in Mexico City on Tuesday 
morning, after spending the day in Quanaquata. After en- 
joying Easter in Mexico and making a number of side trips, 
the party left in a special car on Monday night, April 12th. 


Only four members of the board were able to make the trip 


to Mexico—Mrs. Blankenburg, Miss Poppenheim, Mrs.

It is well to call your attention to the near approach. of 
the Annual Reunion of our dear veterans of the Confederacy, 
in Memphis, Tenn., June 8th-10th. Let us rally to their 
banners. We honor ourselves in paying tribute to these 
heroes. 

Since my last open letter to you, Dr. J. William Jones, 
Chaplain to Gen. Robert E. Lee, and Historian of the Con- 
federate States, noted scholar and divine, has joined the 
ranks of that immortal host, who now “rest under the trees” 
of Life Eternal,—the men who followed the command of 
Lee. Our loving sympathy goes out to the widow and 
sons, who are called to mourn this irreparable loss, for their 
sorrow 1s ours. 


The chief commemorative work of the General Associa- 
tion, U. D. C., is the placing of two monuments, one on the 
battlefield of Shiloh—where gallantly fought and fell, many 
of the South’s bravest defenders, led by the great chieftain, 
Albert Sidney Johnston, and the erection of a monument in 
Arlington National Cemetery, where sleep some of our Con- 
federate dead. This has a triple claim upon you, for resting 
as it will on the soil of the home of Robert E. Lee, it will be 
a memorial to that peerless commander ; again it will typify 
the spirit of the Confederate States, which was the defense 
of the Constitutional Government; and it will further mark 
the spot where, through the magnanimity of a provision of 
Congress, honorable place was given to some of our Con- 
federate dead, and where daily care is shown to their graves.

Mrs. Wright made a special visit to Columbia in Feb-

IN CONNECTION with one of the subjects for the Literary 
Session at the Newberry Convention in December many 
interested wish to know the history of Calvin Crozier. The 
following tells the story: 


Calvin Crozier was a Confederate soldier from Texas, and on his 
return from the war was delayed at Newberry. Crozier had some ladies 
under his care, and they concluded that they would pass the night in the 
car. Late in the night some colored soldiers, belonging to the Twenty- 
third United States Regiment, commanded by Colonel Trowbridge, 
intruded themselves into the car and made their presence very unpleasant 
to the ladies. Crozier requested them to leave. They refused, and a 
difficulty occurred, in which Crozier slightly wounded one of the negroes 
with a knife. The soldiers returned to the car and seized Mr. Jacob S. 
Bowers, a citizen of Newberry, whom they mistook for the person who 
had had the difficulty with the negro soldier. He protested his innocence, 
but they were about to lynch him in spite of it. Crozier learned that 
another man was about to suffer in his stead and presented himself and 
declared that he was the man who had wounded the negro soldier. They 
seized him at once, tied him and took him to a grove near by, where he 
was shot to death by the mob. In 1891 the citizens of Newberry had 
the remains of Crozier taken up from the old burying ground and carried 
to Rosemont cemetery and erected a monument over his grave. 


THE S. C. Room, Confederate Museum, Richmond, Va. 
My Dear Editor (Keystone): Perhaps it is not generally 
known by the U. D. C. that I have been made Regent of the 
South Carolina Room in the Confederate Museum at Rich- 
mond, Va. Having been so honored, I call upon all the 
Daughters in South Carolina to rally to my aid in making 
our room worthy of the name it bears. While our own 
room in Columbia should and does come first, are there 
not relics which could be collected and sent to Richmond, 
the home of the Confederacy, where they will be seen and 
honored by visitors from all parts of the world? The very 
great need of the room now is a good picture of General 
Hampton, the State’s best beloved son. I appeal to the 
Daughters and Sons of the Confederacy for aid in placing 
upon the walls of South Carolina’s room a picture which 
shall represent Gen. Wade Hampton. Couldn’t the Sons 
make this their special work? 

A little account of the room may not be out of place. 
As most people know, the Confederate Memorial Literary 
Society was chartered by the State of Virginia. Its object 
being to teach all future generations the true history of the 
war and the principles for which these soldiers laid down 
their lives. The society has received from the city of Rich- 
mond the mansion which was occupied by Jefferson Davis 
while he was President of the Confederate States, and has 
raised the funds to make the house a fire-proof museum.

A room is assigned to each State of the Confederacy and is 
a repository of memorials from that State; a regent and 
vice-regent to represent each State, assume the care and 
expense of their respective rooms. The vice-regent is 
always a resident of Richmond. Thanks to the exertions 
of the Senator from Richland, Hon. F. H. Weston, and 
others, the Legislature has for several years past appro- 
priated $100 annually for this room; the vice-regent at 
Richmond has carefully laid aside this sum until there is 
almost enough in the treasury to secure the endowment of 
the room. The greatest need is not so much money, though 
that can be well used, but mementoes of the war, letters, 
papers, anything descriptive of the way of living during the 
war or reconstruction time. Any such memorials sent to 
me I will gladly acknowledge and forward.

The Work of One Commission in South Carolina. 


N the three years of its existance, the Historical Commis- 
sion of South Carolina has published, under the editor- 
ship of Mr. A. S. Salley, Jr., the Secretary of the Com- 

mission, eight pamphlets of material pertaining to the Colo- 
nial, Revolutionary and Confederate history of the State. 
Besides this printed matter, the priceless records of the State 
in charge of this Commission are being carefully overlooked, 


- repaired, classified and recorded in accessible form for the 


general student of history. The president of the S. C. His- 
torical Society, Mr. J. W. Barnwell, in the January issue of 


that Society’s magazine, in mentioning with regret Mr. ~~ 


Salley’s retirement from the editorship of that publication 
after nine years of service, the last three of which were 
given free of compensation, and during which time Mr. 
Salley made the publication self-supporting, writes of Mr. 
Salley : 

“Rare indeed were his qualifications for his position. His industry 
was unflagging, his zeal untiring. With a knowledge of South Carolina 
tag second to that of no living authority, with an absorbing passion 

or painstaking research, he unites a wonderful talent for telling the 
true from the false and the courage to maintain his opinion without fear 
of offending. When, therefore, a fact was stated or a document pub- 
lished in the magazine, its truth was accepted, its genuineess was unques- 
tioned. He knew what an historical magazine should be, and, within the 
limits allowed by the means of the society, he succeeded in bringing it 
up to his mark.” 

The work of the Commission has forced Mr. Salley re- 
luctantly to give up this labor of love for the society, and 
now he devotes all of this splendid ability for historical 
research entirely to the Commission’s work. Patriotic and 
historical societies in South Carolina must look with pride 
upon the scholarly and scientific results of this Commission’s 
efforts, and the State is to be congratulated upon having at 


her disposal in one of her own sons such talent for putting 
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her historical material into definite and available shape. The

their value to the State.
